Washington, October 25.—The sug- 
gestion to the French government of 
jLord Curzon, British foreign minister, 
that the United States be invited to 
participate in the Near East peace 
conference is regarded with interest 
by officials here.

pital, was allowed the privilege of the 
floor to address the body on the work: 
ings of the institution over which’ he 


presides. 

“The more I think about the mat- 
ter of admissions to Grady hospital,” 
said Mr. Johnston, “the more I am 
in favor of admitting one-third pay 
and two-thirds charity patients.” 

Mr. Johnston gave en account of 
his stewardship at Grady, saying that 
when he went*to the institution it 
was in a very much rundown condi- 
tion, with poor equipment and no 
nurses’ home. 

‘Today, he declared, Atlanta has 
class-A hospital complete for whites” 
and one complete for colored ple 
under the same management. The in- 
stitution, he said, averages 300 cases a 
day, serving ~1,500 meals, and that 
the number of patients October 24 
was 325. Grady has treated 20,000 
patients since January 1, with mor- 
tality-of 7 per cent. , 

Mr. Johnston wds polite with ques- 
tions as to the method of investigat- 
ing people as to ability to pay. He 
said emergency cases were admitted 
whether able to pay or not... 

Thousands Excluded. 

In closing, Mr. Johnston said that 
between 2,000 and 3,000 people had 
been excluded from the hospital after 
the investigation had been made con- 
cerning their. financial affairs. 

The superintendent of the hospital 
was assured of the friendliness of the 
federation by Louie P. Marquardt and 
a rising vote of thanks and confidence

ew York, October 25.—If there 
were fewer soft-handed, lily-voiced, 
flirtatious preachers of _ religion, 
there would be:fewer cynics criticis- 
members of the spiritual ignorant te 
pay them heed and fewer debauchenés 
of the clothyby such clergymen as 
the Rev. Edward Wheelez, Hall of 
New Brunswick. | 

After pausing to affirm these senti- 
ments concerning the day's two ting- 
ling religious topies,- the Rev. Mar- 
tha M. Rogers, assistant pastor of 
Brooklyn’s Big Hanson Place Methé- 
dist Episcopal church and the only 
woman preaching’ the Methodist 
Episcopal faith in this part of the 
country, seized another grip on the 
big subject of America’s _ religidus 
faults and boldly spanked it. 

She is no beskirted Billy Sunday 
either, but an earnest and dignified 
person, approaching middle-age, who 
holds religion toe sacred to slang it. 
She has come to recognize, however, a 
repellant factor in the sewing-circle 
piety of too many ministers of the 
present day. 3 
Harvey’s Position. 

As for Colonel George Harvey, who 
represents the United States govern- 
ment at King George’s court, Miss 
Rogers at first thought it too bad 
that he had taken advantage of his 
prominence to give such loud voice 
to those doubts of his concérning the 
ten commandments. But on. second 
thought, she agreed, maybe it was a 
good thing to get such matters into 
discussion so that the forces of re- 
ligion might say their say with the op- 
portunity of equal prominence. 

“Mr. Harvey says, I see, that wom- 
en may infer that they have arte 
blanche to do all the things forbid- 
den by the ten commandments be- 
cause the commandments apparently 
were made for men only,” said the/ 
woman pastor, revieWing the account 
of Harvey’s speech, in London. “Of 
course the commandments do apply to 
both men and women. The _ tenth 
commandment specifically forbids co- 
veting thy neighbor’s wife, but nat- 
urally infer that it likewise forbids 
eoveting thy neighbor's husband. The 
only reason why husbands weren't 
mentioned, too, is-that men are polyg- 
amous, whereas women, in the past 
at least, were monogamous,” 

Would be Practical. 


But if there be any doubt about it 
—considering the day’s divorces and 
small-arms practice—Miss Rogers is 
willing to be practical. Let religian 
speak out and say that women must 
not covet their neighbor’s husbands. 
That would be a simple way of allay- 
ing the confusion which seems to 
possess the minds of some women. 

Urging the necessity for appointing 
a woman as auxilliary pastor of every 
Christian church in Ameriea, she went 
into the subject of the nieey-nice 
preacher and the aversion to his coun- 
sel which exists in the hearts of virile;

In a nation apathetic toward its 
elections this year, the wet amend- 
ment in Ohio is as the lantern to the 
moth. The people are jumping at it. 
It commands their interest—and both 
sides in this contest are extremely ac- 
tive.

In addition to the material bene- 
fit that accrues to the south by rea- 
son of its enormous expenditures in 
| physical improvements, the Louis- 
I Ville and Nashville is rendering a 
valuable service to this section by 
the forceful and convincing manner 
in which it is letting. the public 
know what it is doing throughout 
its territory, and it is to be felici- 
tated upon the timeliness as well 
as the optimistic and inspiring tenor 
of its message. 
And it is all the more gratifying 
to note that what the Louisville and 
Nashville is doing in the way of 
“going to market,” building, repair-

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THE TWO RAIL BOARDS. 

The complaint being.made by the 
railroads Of the country. against: the 
lack of co-operation and co-ordina- 
tion of the activities and prerogatives 
of the railroad labor board and the 
interstate commerce commission is 
abundantly justified by the incon- 
venience, uncertainties and hardship 
to which the carrier lines are subject 
under the present system of federal 
regulation. 

As matters stand, the interstate 
commerce commission, at Washing- 
ton, has complete and final regula- 
tory jurisdiction over the railroads 
as to freight and passenger rates. 

The railroad labor board, at 
Chicago, has equal authority and 
jurisdiction in the matter of regulat- 
ing wages, working conditions, etc., 
on the railroads. | 

Neither of these two federal 
agencies has authority to infringe 
;upen the prerogatives of the other. 

Fot instance, in fixing wages 
which a railroad must pay its work- 
men, the labor board has nothing 
-whatsoever to do with determining 
the transportation rates which the 
Carrier may charge to enable it to 
meet its payrolls; and in fixing 
transportation rates the interstate 
commerce .commission, sitting hun- 
dreds of miles distant, does so with- 
out giving official consideration and 
thought to the wage rates and work- 
ing condition standards which by 
order of the labor board the rail- 
roads must maintain. 

Discussing the hardships through 
which the railroads have recently 
passed as a result of the shopmen’s 
strike, and of the constant hazard 
of “further diminution of freight 
rates,” the Southern Railway com- 
pany said in its twenty-eighth 
annual report: Es 

‘Uncertainty will continue to ob- 
scure hope In these respects so long 
as one governmental agency fixes 
income and another fixes outgo 
without economic relation the one 
to the other. If governmental agen- 
cies are to continue to deter- 
mine the destiny of the railroads 
in these vital respects there 
must be such coordination between 
those agencies as will relate their 
policies and at the same time estab- 
lish their power to carry the whole 
purpose into effect. The time seems 


to have come for a single responsi- 
ble regulating commission.” 


These two federal agencies. ought 
to be consolidated, and the author- 
ity and prerogatives exercised and 
enjoyed by versie ought to be corre- 
-lated. 

The affairs ot both ought to be: 
administered under a single head, 
in order to produce the best results 
for the railroad workers, for the 
railroads, as well as for the public. 

The present system of divided 
responsibility and unrelated author- 
ity is incongruous, -inefficient and

One thing, I had a wistful eye on the 
annual footbaY game between the 
Army &and Navy, at-the polo grounds 
in New York, and I had already 
wagered a spring hat on the Navy, 
And somehow felt I would lose the 
hat if I missed cheering my favorite, 
but— 

Ordera is orders! 

And the next train found me beat- 
ing it to southwest Texas, via New 
Orleans, 

I decided to stop at New Orleans, at 
least long enough to leok in at the 


hotel, where they used to make the 


~'best sazarac cocktails on earth, back 


in the good old days when J.’J. Brown 
used to hold all of his cotton meetings 
in New Orleans because the foam of 
“silver fizz” looked to him so much 
like “prime middling,”

Before leaving Washington I drop- 
ped in on the bureau of entomology 
where they had boll weevils on ice, 
cooked in alcohol, and in pretty little 
cages like monkeys in a zoo. 

I asked the chief clerk in the propa- 
ganda department—and that is about 
~ hat all of it is—if he had anything 
on boll weevils. 

“Boll weevil! Good Lord, man, we 
keep a force of clerks just catalog- 
ing the different publications dealing 
with the thing® 


covered the titles only of the various 
works, scientific, experimental, fool- 
hardy, technical, and so on. 

“Send ‘em down to the Raleigh 
hotel,” said I. 

“When the next truck comes in.” 

And that afternoon the room clerk 
wanted to know if I had ordered the 
document room of the agricultural 
department cleaned out and the whole 
blooming business sent to me at the 
hotel.

I took a valise full of the stuff, and 
tiie more I read, as the train pushed 
along toward the Mississippi, the less 
I knew about the boll weevil. 

The commingling of Latin names 
and English technique, and _high- 
sounding scientific phraseology, got 


the whole caboodle out of the window, 
and made a*firm determination to go 
to the root of the subject in the farm- 
ers’ own fields, and to talk with the 
plenters and get their viewpoint and 
the benefit of their experience in 
language that: they could speak and 
I could understand. 

So obsessed with the subject from 
a practical standpoint was I by the 
time that I reached New Orleans that 
I kept on going without a stop-over 
and fort the next three or four weeks 
I stayed in the homes of cotton farm- 
ers, big ones and small ones, in 
Texas, Louisiana, Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi, and back in southeast Alabama, 
and literally lived with the boll weevil 
problem in the day time and slept 
with it at night. 

The series of articles on the ae 
ject of growing cotton under weevil 


conditions that appeared in The Con- 


stitution is now a matter of history. 
They were published in pamphlet 
form by a dozen privaté interests, in- 
cluding banks, manufacturers and so 
on—one manufacturing house in the 
east distributing a half million copies 
through the cotton states. 

Anyway, I found out that the boll 
weevil is not only the greatest eco- 


but one can find in it a study of the 
greatest possible interest and appeal— 
actually gripping in many of its fea- 
tures. ° 

If I should appear, therefore, to be 
wrapped-up in the boll weevil ques- 
tion it is because I have seen the fi- 
nancial ruin in the path of his inva- 
vasion, “and the finaneial rehabilita- 
tion in the path of his control. 

Aud God knows a service that may 
help toward the industrial and com- 
mércial and financial ease and con- 
tentment of our people is a service 
far more appealing to me than the 
vicissitudes of the politician, or the 


problems of a party. J 


When I nee up these practical in- 
vestigations I found, first, that just 
as the boll weevil Wad inyaded this 
country, coming from the cotton plan- 
tations of the Mexican prairies, and 
had extended the area of infestation 
each year, just so had the sections 
first infested _ gradually recovered 
through a knowledge-of how to grow 


by experience. 

I then found that intensive culttva- 
tion, which sarily meant radi- 
cally reduced cotton acreage to the 
plow, early planting, better prepara- 
tion of seed beds and more care in the 
quality of seed, all combined with ele- 
mentary rules of precaution such as 
picking squares, segregating cotton 
fields from hibernating haunts, etc., 
would produce eotton on a satisfac- 
tory scale, provided that the planter 
should be prepared to combat infesta- 
tion with the use of, calcium arsenate, 
4f the infestation should reach more 
than 10 per cent. 

It took the farmers of the southwest 
two or three years, and in some sec- 
‘tions longer, to learn these lessons, 
and nets the bags ‘wali Seve:

‘by actual experience, other sections of 
Georgia will in a year or two “learn 
the lesson,” and fall back into produc- 
tion normaley—if the producers will 
get the fact firmly fixed in their minds 
that five to ten acres to the - plow 
instead of thirty, as heretofote, is 
rigidly adhered to, the arsenate is 
provided in advance so aso be avail- 
able when needed, and the cultivation 
is intensive and intelligent. 
| This means, too, that the surplus 
facreage heretofore planted to cotton 


and in breaking the fetters of single 
crop slapery.

In the meantime I need not tell 
you the deep. gratification The Con- 
stitution feels in the general improve- 
ment in cotton production throughout 
the southeastern belt, on account of 
the campaign of education that was 
so industriously conducted just in ad- 
vance of this year’s planting season. 

Literally hundreds of letters have 
reached my desk telling of the com- 
plete success of this year’s cotton 
crop as compared to last year’s fail- 
ure, by reason of applying the “rules 
of reason” that we all so earnestly ad- 
vanced !ast spring. 

As an illustration of the value of 
the work that was done— 

The department of agriculture in 
Georgia had agreed to supply the 
farmers With calcium arsenate at cost; 
and had suggested that possibly 25 
cars would meet the demand, as iess 
than ten cars were similarly supplied 
in 1921. 

The fact is nearly 200 cars were 
required to meet the demand, and then 
hundreds of farmers tried to get 4ar- 
senate and failed in the final supplies 
through sheer inability of the \factory 
to get the orders filled, 

It was through no fault of the de- 
partment, and on the contrary, the 
board of entomology deserves credit for 
its ~promptness and activity in this 
great work, 

Throughout Georgia and the Caro- 
linas, exclusive ~of the southwestern 
counties where experience had taught 
the lesson, there are hundreds of farm- 
ers ginning this year as much cotton 
to the acreage cultivated as ever 
before in their lives, and in practi- 
cally all such cases the same farmers 
have utilized their surplus fcreage 
profitably in other crops, living and 
feeding their stock -at homéand sup- 
plying loca] markets with commodi- 
ties that they had heretofore, under 


,‘single crop bondage, never touched. 
And thus it works—and the. Sood , 


work has .just. begun. 

On the other hand— 

There are thousands of farmera who 
did not this year apply the rules- of 
reason—particularly in the newly. in- 
fested areas where the usual era of 
boll weevil panic has not yet vanished 
under the strong arm of experience. 

Here is a letter which explains it- 
self. 

It comes from a north Georgia coun- 
ty that is experiencing its first year 
of weevil infestation. It is only an- 
other case of: history repeating itself. 
Three or four years ago when the 
weevil struck southwest Georgia, Ter- 
rell and Sumter and Randolph .and 
other counties in that section had the 
same experience, 

This year the little county of Ter- 
rell will make more than 20,000 bales; 
and the recovery is relatively the same 
in the other counties of the section. : 

They have learned how! 

Just so will Burke learn how; and 
just so will Barrow and other counties 
‘in north Georgia, in their order of. in- 
vasion, learn how. 

The letter referred to follows: 


. Editor Constitution: The boll 
weevil invadéd this section last 
year and got about one-third of 
the cotton crop. The average cot- 
ton receipts for this place during 
the past fifteen years is 17,500 
bales. To date, we have amas 
1,200 bales against 6,500 to corre- 
sponding date last year. The in- 
dications are that the total re- 
cepits for this year will not ex- 
ceed 2,500 against 17,500 for an 
average crop. The condition ° of 
this section at present can be es- 
timated taking. the above as a 
basis. 

There are those, here and there; 
who have made a fairly good crop. 
Qne two-horse farmer near town 
made 13 bales, averaging over 500 
pounds, from 16 acres planted in 
cotton. He used poison under 
government directions. His neigh- 
bors, on adjoining farms, equal- 
ly as good land and as good farm- 
ers, will make one bale to 6 acres. 
They did not, use poison. . 

Three conditions prevented the 
use of poison in this section, to- 
wit: st. A great majority of - 
farmers had no faith in its use, 
2nd. Then they did not have the 
ready cash with which to purchase 
it. 3d. Late in the season, when 
they decided to try it, they could 
not get it. 

There have been a number of 
tests made here, and in every in- 
stance, with good results. In 
every: reported imatance where 
these tests have been made a half 

erop will be made, These tests . 
will result in a general use of ar- 
-genate next year by all first clase 
farmers, if they can get it. 

Unfortunately for this section 
the farmers have depended en- 
tirely on cotton for a money crop. 
They have not grown cattle, bogs. 
hay, vegetables or any other prod- 
uct to be sold for ready cash 
Hence, whén the crash came, they 
were unprepared for it. With the 
one crop on which ols have 
plighted their faith, almost com 
pletely knocked out, — naturally 
many farmers are hopel in- 
volved and discouraged.

Now, friends, those of you who are 
interested in this dry but live subject

Uleaning of the fields, the destrue- 
tion of the stalks, and the planting of 
cover crops constitute the most pow- 
erful weapons for weevil fighting now. 

Boll weevils multiply in cotton un- 
til frost kills it. 

Many thousands of weevils may oc-. 
cur in each. acre of cotton. Weevils 
hibernate—that is they pass the win- 
ter, only in the full grown stage. 

Hibernation usually begins with the 
coming of the first killing frost. They 
hibernate principally in catton fields, 
and standng. stalks make for them 
splendid winter homes. 

The most favorable - condition, 
therefore, for the successfu] hiberna- 
tion for boll weevils in found in 
fields where the cotton etalks, ‘grass, 
weeds, dead leaves, etc., are left dur- 
ing the winter. Under such condi- 
tions the farmers may expect the | 
greatest number of weevils to survive 
the winter. There is little prospect 
for successful cotton growing under 
such conditions. 

The earlier the cotton stalks are 
destroyed, the fewer the weevils that 
will survive the winter, and consé 
quently the smaller damage to. the 
next crop. As far as possible the stalks 
should be destroyed two weeks before 
the first killing frost. 

In some sections the stalks are up- 
rooted, piled and burned. This meth- 
od is a very serious disadvantage in 
destroying a large amount of vegetable 
matter which should be turned under.

Stoneham is negotiating to sell his) 
controlling interest in the New York! 
Giants to Harry N. Hempstead, who! 
owned the controlling interest prior to. 
Stoneham’s arrival in the business, in, 
1918, were denied Wednesday in a 
long statement issued by James Tier- 
ney, secretary of the club. 

Tierney’s statement said Stoneham’ 
had an offer some time ago but turned. 
it down and there are no negotiations | 
now pending. The controling interest | 
of 1,370 shares is held by Stoneham 
and Manager John J. McGraw, and. 
another block of 70 shares is held by 
Francis X, McQuade, politician and 
local police magistrate.

Stoneham to invest in the club which 
Stoneham did only on condition that 
McGraw should remain ag manager. 
There have been no diffgrences be- 
tween Stoneham and McGraw, accord- 
ing to Tierney's story.
